WASHINGTON — Hours from 
inauguration, President-elect 
Joe Biden paused on what might 
have been his triumphal entrance 
to Washington on Tuesday eve- 
ning to mark instead the national 
tragedy of the coronavirus pan- 
demic with a moment of collec- 
tive grief for Americans lost. 

His arrival coincided with the

HOW TO WATCH 


Democrat Joe Biden will 
become president of the United 
States on Wednesday in a very 
different inauguration ceremony. 
While portions of the day will 
remain traditional, most events 
have been altered to adapt the 
celebration to a nation battling 
the coronavirus. 

The inauguration will be 
livestreamed at bideninaugural. 
org/watch/ and by most major 
networks, news media and 
streaming services. Coverage is 
expected to begin at 9:30 a.m. St. 
Louis time. Biden will be sworn in 
by Chief Justice John Roberts on 
the Capitol’s West Front sometime 
before 11 a.m. St. Louis time. The 
new president is then expected to 
give his inaugural address.

istration, signaling a dizzying chang- 
ing of the guard in Washington. 


directly blamed Trump for the lethal 
Jan. 6 assault on the Capitol. “The mob 
was fed lies,” he said in his final floor 
speech closing out six years as major- 
ity leader. “They were provoked by the 
president and other powerful people, 
and they tried to use fear and violence 
to stop a specific proceeding of the 
first branch of the federal government 
which they did not like.” 


Sen. Chuck Schumer, D-NY., out- 
lined a rapid-fire agenda for the com- 
ing weeks that includes confirming 
Cabinet nominees, approving trillions 
in additional pandemic aid and barring 
Trump from holding office — despite 
an uncertain road map in the 50-50 
Senate, which is struggling even to 
adopt its basic rules.
